ers that milk with dry hands; @ emall- 
top milking-pail; immediate cooling of 
the milk to 50 degrees F., or lower; 
storage of milk at a low temperature 
until delivered; a separate house for 
handling milk; an abundant supply of 
pure water.

A Strange Career 


Irish Born, He Fought the British Til} 
the Present War 


The London Standard publishes a 
remarkable story sent by a correspon: 
dent “upon which rests the respons- 
ibility for its accuracy.” 

On Saturday the french govern: 
ment atinounced the death of Capt. 
Jean Kleber, killed in circumstances 
providing a fitting end to a career full 
of romance and. tragedy. His real | 
name was known only to.a small circle 
of friends. Jie was the son of a weal- 
thy Belfast merchant and: received a 
good education, graduating with hon- 
ors at Trinity collge, Dublin, and 
studying in Germany, He served some 
years in the Foreign Legion in North | 
Africa and was one of the party ac- | 
companying Major Marchand on the 
Fashoda mission.. 

Two years’ later he took service | 
with the Boers and went through the | 
whole of the war, subsequently es- | 
caping to I*rance, ,after refusing to 
surrender his commando under the 
terms of the Vereeniging treaty. 

Two of ‘his best known achieve 
ments were the capture of Lord Me- 
thune and the cutting up of Gen. Ga- 
tacre’s force at Stromberg. 

After the Boer war “Kleber” Te- | 
turned to the French-service, but the | 
belief. in an imminent war between 
Germany and Britain caused him fo 
seek service with the Kaiser's army. 
His offer was accepted but in 1911 
the threat of a German attack on 
France led to his retirement from the 
German service. On the outbreak of 
the present war ‘Kleber’ rejoined the 
French army.

Because of lack of field supervision, 
more money is wasted in fire protec- 
tion today than is used economically.

Grim determination to fight the war 
to the bitter end and a calm confid- 
ence in its specessful outcome is Eng- 
land’s present state of mind, accord- 
ing to Lewellyn A. Nares of Fresno, 
Gal., who reached New York recently. 


Iie was in Liverpool on the night of 
the “central counties raid,” as it is 
known, on Feb, 1, though they reached 
neither Liverpool nor Manchester, as 
the Germans asserted they did. 


“The damage they done was confin- 
ed to.a small brewery,” he said, “anda 
few little cottages and homes in which 

| the casualties occurred. No one seem- 
led at all excited about the raid. When 
; the. word was flashed from the coast 
jthact the ‘Zepps’ were coming the cities 
land towns gave the usual signals, 4au 
every one, except the many curious, 
took cover. You know they lower the 
lights for about ten minutes and then 
flash them on again for a time, and 
the people go to their homes and wait 
}in the safest places. Then, of course, 
‘trains and tramcars were stopped 
while the raid was in progress, snd 
as soon as the airships came near any 
town all the lights were put out. I 
was in Liverpool on the night of the 
raid and did not hear anything about 
it until next day. 


“I found business conditions in Eng- 
land very good, except for the shortage 
of labor. For the first time in years, 
every one in the United Kingdom has 
work and all the work they can do. 
And what is more every one is work- 
jing. All the women, of the high and 

low degrees, are employed. Every 
|}man, woman or child is doing his or 
her bit.

There are thousands of 

them in the munition plants and they 

told me that the women make the best 

sort of labor for this class of work, 

as they are capable of handling the 

finest tools with facility after a short 
training.

“For the first time in years, also, 
there is no suffering among the poor, 
In fact, there are now no poor. The 
shortage of labor makes every hand 
available and in families where four or 
five pounds a month used to be the in-

“T had occasion to meet a number

“Everywhere I went I found all the 
open places filled with soldiers. All 
the parks, golf courses, playgrounds, 
and schoolyards were being used, and. 
I heard it said several times that the 
full 4,000,000 men required had been 
obtained. ; 

“One of the reasons that English- 
men feel so confident about the out- 
;come of the war is that perfect co- 
operation has been established among 
the allies. They are practically one 
great nation, armed to defend itself 
against the Germans. In England they 
receive things they need from the 
French and Russians, to say nothing 
,Of the Italians, and the latter, on the, 
other hand, get their necessities from 
England. There is perfect co-opera- 
tion in finance, manufactures, the mak- 
ing of munitions, the supplying of the 
arinies, and, best of all, at the front 
where the real work of the war is 
being done. 

“I found England making prepara- 
tions for the reconstruetion period af- 
ter the war. The Manchester board 
/of trade at its annual meeting prac- 
; Ucally decided to abandon the prin- 
jciples of Cobden and give up free 
jtrade. It decided to fight for a tariff 
| that would exclude German goods 

from the United Kingdom after the 
war, and this is the sentiment all over 

England. 

“It is felt universally in Great Brit- 
| ain @at the empire is fighting the
